The first call in this state for workers to be taken off direct 
relief and put on new government jobs under the nearly $5,-

000,000,000 re-employmennt plan was issued for an office pro- 


ject of the U. S. Forest Service. 

And some of the first men interviewed declared they would 
rather stay on the dole than do honest work for their pay. 

Such an attitude, scarcely conceivable to the average citi- | 
zen, obviously will not fit into the American scheme of things. 
It must not be permitted to spread. 

These early manifestations of a growing apathy among 
the people must be quashed by insisting that the men who can 
work must work or get nothing. That. as a matter of fact, is 
exactly what has been told the dissenters in San Francisco. 

There are philosophical ramifications to the phenomenon, 
Viewed as a social problem, it is more alarming than it is ex- 
asperatinng. It is fairly conclusive evidence that the dole en: | 
genders a mass ennii that could sap the vitality of the na: | 
tion. 

Further, these early individual revolts may be the fore- 
runner of trouble on a large scale when government subsidy 
already granted to so many millions of persons is withdrawn, 
which some day it must be. 

But the immediate object is to impress the wayward with 
the futility of their dissension. 

To follow this course it will be necessary for administrators 
of all California projects to co-operate in removing from relief | 
those able-bodied persons who refuse work offered to them. | 

The San Francisco incident is not an unusual one. We 
have heard similar reports in this community of refusal to work 
by persons on the dole. One great trouble with the SERA pro. 
jects has been the fact that there was no way to make men on 
the jobs do an honest day’s work. The same will probably be 
true with the WPA. It cannot be too strongly emphasized that 
the fellow who will not do an honest day’s work should be 
kieked off a job—whether it be a relief project or in private in- 
dustry—and he should not be supported in idleness when he 
refuses to work when an opportunity Is eiven him to do so.
